and Kera and other Dravid countries and having punished at those various 
places the Telangs disgmsed as Sanyasins and having obtained occasionally 
'at4iffere&ib; plwefl/. Jayapatras at oral debates and having obtained worship 
aecompanied by all honors at such capitals as Chandavar and at holy places 
such as Kan?chi, Ghidambar (and) Kumbtiakonara I, now returned to the coun- 
try. In the Meantime His Holiness had departed this world. At that tinie f 
some belly-pampering Telangs who were near him a short time after the 
demise of His Holiness, put forward a Telanga preterider who went abouis
